The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in view of the 
amendments made to the claims and the remarks submitted, the previous rejection is 
withdrawn. The prior art of record does not teach of a method and apparatus for 
predicting the risk of developing a medical condition in a pregnant mother and her 
offspring by using a Raman spectrometer in the near infrared range adapted to acquire 
a spectrum of amniotic fluid from the pregnant mother but arranging the spectrometer 
with respect to the amniotic sac to acquire a spectrum of amniotic fluid in situ without 
insertion of any instrument into the amniotic sac.
